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Mr. Watts also writes that he was informed by Gen. Mosquero, 
of Popayan, that the cabikh of that city " had the names of Mac- 
aulay and Bolivar inscribed in golden letters in the saloon." 

The following is a copy of a letter evidencing the official sympa- 
thy of General Simon Bolivar in the death of the brave Virginian : 

REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA. 

Bukeau of State of the 
Department of Extekiok Relations, 

Bogota, December 20 tu , 3828. 
Doctob Macaulay, 

Dear Sir. 
By order of the Liberator, I have the honor to say to you, in answer to 
your letter of the 5 th of May, 1828, inclosing a copy of another dated 15 ffi of 
November, 1825, which you were pleased to direct to his Excellency, that the 
services of Col. Macaulay in the cause of Independence are ever preserved in 
the memory of the inhabitants of Colombia, to whose liberty he consecrated 
his talents and his life. This act of heroism is remembered with pride and 
gratitude by the nation ; and the historian of Colombia, in presenting to pos- 
terity the horrible picture of the sufferings which their fathers endured to se- 
cure to their children the liberties they enjoy, has not forgotten to give a dis- 
tinguished place to the name of Col. Macaulay — of the generous stranger who 
was among the first to acknowledge the justice of our cause, and who assisted 
personally in the consummation of our enterprise. 

His Exc 1(T has always given due homage to the heroism, valor, and the 
deeds of your late brother, and regrets that the honors conferred upon him 
by the nation do not permit him to give some decided proof of the high opin- 
ion which he entertains of the estimable qualities for which he was distin- 
guished. It is the duty of the Legislative body to grant honors and rewards 
to such as have distinguished themselves in the cause of Independence ; but 
until the present time nothing has been conceded either to relations or friends 
of these. I should have been much pleased to have been able to secure the 
wishes of his Excellency in this respect. I will add that I have particular 
satisfaction in being the organ through which the Liberator has been pleased 
to express his sentiments of respect toward the memory of Col. Macaulay.

LETTER OF COL. NATHANIEL BUBWELL. 

Brother: 

I'm very much 'Concern'd for y e occasion of your Sending & more 
to See how insensible Lewis is of his own Ignorance, for he can

Notes. 
BtrnwEiii, Family. — 1. Lewis 1 Burwell, the emigrant, was the son of 
Edward Burwell, of Bedfordshire, England, and Dorothy Bedell. He was 
born March 5, 1621, diedNov. 19, 1653. Heiscalled "serjeant-major" in the 
records of Northumberland county, which contain a letter from him pleading 
sickness, dated 1652. He married Lucy Higginson, the only daughter of Oapt. 
Robert Higginson, commander at the Middle Plantation and son of Thomas 
Higginson, painter-stainer, of London. He had issue: Lewis Burwell, member 
of the Council in 1702, and who died December 19, 1710. His will is recorded 
at Xorktown. He married, first, Abigail Smith, daughter of Anthony Smith, 
of Colchester, England, and niece of Hon. Nathaniel Bacon, President of 
the Council ; she died November 12, 1693. Major Burwell then married 
Martha, daughter of Col. John Lear, of Nansemond (and widow of Col. William 
Cole, who died March 4, 1693-4). Issue by first wife, four sons and six 
daughters, of whom we know: (1), Jane, dead before 1691-2; (2), Joanna, 
eldest surviving daughter, who was born in 1675, and died October 7, 1727 ; 
(3), Elizabeth, "second daughter," baptized June, 1677, married Benjamin 
Harrison before 1695, when his wife is mentioned in the York county records; 
(4), Nathaniel, "eldest son," writer of the above letter, baptized October 14, 
1680, father of President Lewis Burwell ; (5), Lewis, born October 9, 1682, 
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died September 17, 1696; (6), Lucy (born November 21, 1683, died Decem- 
ber 16, 1716), married in 1704, Edmund Berkeley, of Barn Elms, member 
of the Council; (7), Martha (born November, 1685), who must have been 
the young lady with whom Governor Nicholson was infatuated, she married 
Col. Henry Armistead; (8), Bacon, born February 22, 1686, died before 
1691-'92, the date of Col. Bacon's will, which does not mention him while 
mentioning others; (9), James, born February 4, 1689. Major Burwell 
in his will (1710) names his son-in-law Henry Seaton, and a daughter may 
have married Henry Seaton, but his second wife may have had a daughter by 
Col. William Cole who married Henry Seaton. Major Burwell had by his 
second wife, Martha Lear, two sons and three daughters, of whom we know : 
(1), Mary, died in 1704; (2), Lewis, the student at William and Mary in 1718; 
(3), Jane ; (4), Martha, Jun. Of these children Joanna, Elizabeth, Nathaniel, 
Lucy, Martha, Sr., James Burwell, Lewis Burwell, Jane Burwell, and Martha 
Burwell, Jr., are named in their father's will. Lewis Burwell, who is thus 
named, resided at Kingsmill, in James City county, where he laid out great 
sums of money in building a mansion house and gardens. It is uncertain whom 
he married. He had several children. (See Hening, IV., p. 536.) One of 
these was Lewis Burwell who in 1745 married Frances Thacker, widow of 
James Bray. (Quabteb:lt IV., p. 121.) Another son was, doubtless, Col. 

Nathaniel Burwell, of King William, who married Margaret . (Lewis 

Burwell had an estate in King William.) Lewis Burwell, last named, died in 
James City in 1784. (4 Munford's Reports.) He had issue: Lewis, who mar- 
ried Lucy Bandolph, and died in 1779; Nathaniel; Thacker, who married 
Mary Armistead, daughter of Gill Armistead, of New Kent ; Armistead Burwell. 
Thacker Burwell was father of William Armistead Burwell (died 1821), grand- 
father of Miss Lettie M. Burwell, of Bedford City, Va. (See Keith's Ancestry 
of Benjamin Harrison.) 
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1. Humphrey 1 Tabb patented fifty acres on Harris' Creek, in 
Elizabeth City county, in 1637, 100 acres in 1638, and 900 acres 
in 1656. In 1651 he had a grant for 1,000 acres in Northumber- 
land county. He was burgess for Elizabeth City in 1652, and 
died before 1662, as in that year the grant of 900 acres on Harris' 
Creek was reentered in the name of Thomas Tabb, "son and heir 

of Humphrey Tabb, deceased." He married Joanna , and 

had issue: 2, Thomas 1 Tabb. 

2, Thomas 8 Tabb married Martha , and died before Feb- 
ruary, 17, 1695-96, when Thomas Tabb, his son, gave a receipt to 
Edmund Sweeney, his "father-in-law" [stepfather], for estate left 
by his father, Thomas Tabb, and for cattle left by his grand- 
mother, Joanna Tabb. 2, Thomas 8 Tabb had issue: 3, Hum- 
phrey, 3 " eldest son," who, dying without issue, left 33 \ acres to 
William Armistead, his executor; 4, Thomas 3 ; 5, John 3 ; 6, Wil-
